letter denied the county's request for 
the trade, because the landfill could 
interfere with wildlife. However, he 
said he has received reliable infor- 
mation that the trade can be made.

The Heber City Council was 
given a choice last week of can- 
celling either its order for a new fire 
engine or its plans to improve the 
sewage collection system and ex- 
tend water and sewage service south 
of the city to an area being consid- 
ered for annexation.
